OF A RECEIVER 


Messrs. Bonfils and Tammen 
File the Petition 


Allege They Received No Re- 
turns on Investment of $35,000 


Although Playhouse Has Been 
Well Patronized 


Frederick G. Bonfils and Harry H. 
Tammen, of Denver, Col., filed a suit 
in equity asking a receivership in the 
Circuit Court, Kansas City, Mo., last 
week, for the Empress Theater. The 
two well-known showmen asserted 
that the Empress Theater Company of 
Delaware, owner and operator of the 
Empress Theater at Twelfth and Mc- 
Gee streets, Kansas City, is a head- 
less organization and never has paid 
dividends. Following a discussion of 
the affairs of the theater with the 
plaintiffs’ counsel, and Cyrul Jacobs, 
manager of the theater, Judge Clar- 
ence A. Burney appointed Mr. Jacobs 
as receiver, placing his bond at $5,000. 

In the petition of Messrs. Bonfils 
and Tammen, who are publishers of 
The Kansas City Post, it is set forth 
that although they have more than 
$35,000 invested in the theater they 
haven't received a dollar from it since 
the theater was built in 1909. This 
has eccurred, they allege, in spite of 
the fact that the Empress has taken 
in many thousands of dollars. The 
Empress Theater Company is said to 
have invested $100,000 in its building. 
The ground lease held on the site is 
$10,000 a vear.

You're killing the goose that lays the 
golden eggs, boys. It is a mistake— 
a grave mistake.” 

Mr. Clyde says that this protest was 
made when the license was applied 
for and not after the shows had 
opened. The kick was the result of 
past trouble with a carnival company, 
and immediately the license was ap-' 
plied for objections were filed by busi- 
ness and other interests. They suc- 
ceeded in overcoming these objections 
and the shows played the town, leav- 
ing with the best wishes of the city 
authorities and business interests. 

Mr. Clyde’s letter is as follows: 


Editor of The Billboard, 
Cincinnati, O. 


Dear Sir—As a usual thing I am so 
very much occupied in attending to 
my own business that I have no time 
for the affairs of others. I am also 
@ great believer in the old axiom that 
“a knocker never knocks a nobody,” 
but I must take exception to the little 
paragraph in the last issue of The 
Billboard referring to the “flat joints” 
with the World at Home Shows. This 
is absolutely not a fact and never has 
been a fact. In Great Falls there was 
an agitation against carnival com- 
panies which arose from sources that 
I leave to the public to draw their 
own conclusions. Suffice to say we 
succeeded in allaying the feeling and 
the shows opened to wonderful busi- 
ness. However, to quiet the agita- 
tion Mr. Bernardi’s wheel concessions 
were closed for the balance of our 
engagement there and we left Great 
Falls with hearty good will and com- 
plimentary acknowledgments from 
committees and city officials.

CINCINNATI 
PARKS SUFFER 
DAMAGE FROM 
SEVERE GALE 


Lagoon, Across the River From 
the Queen City, 


Is Hardest Hit By Destructive 
Storm July 7: 


Loss Placed at $30,000—One 
Woman Injured at Park 


Like the mighty mailed fist of Mars 
making a swecp over Cincinnati came 
the destructive wind and rain on the 
evening of July 7, at exactly 9:39, car- 
rying injury, death and property loss 
in its wake. The violent storm lasted 
but ten minutes, but in those few 
moments the work of man, which had 
probably consumed months, even 
years, of labor and thought, was un- 
done almost as completely as if it had 
never been. None of the thirty lives 
lost in Cincinnati were snuffed out in 
any of the local amusement places. 
The only injury brought to light at 
any of the parks was the case of Miss 
B. Adams, who was severely injured 
when struck by a flying piece of tim- 
ber at Lagoon, across the river from 
Cincinnati. 

But, with all the fury of the gale 
seeming to center in greater Cincin- 
nati, the popular over-the-river park, 
Lagoon, suffered the greatest property 
loss. Anyone looking at the resort on 
the day following the storm would 
hardly recognize the beautiful place of 
amusement, with trees uprooted and 
scattered to the seven winds, buildings 
in a state of collapse, and the huge 
motordrome almost demolished. The

New York, July 9.— A petition was 
filed in Probate Court this morning by 
Daniel Frohman asking that he and 
Alf Hayman be appointed administra- 
tors of the estate of the late Charles 
Frohman. At the same time Mr. 
Frohman filed an affidavit setting 
forth that it is the unanimous wish 
of the next of kin of the manager that 
Mr. Hayman be associated with him 
as administrator, while Mr. Frohman’s 
other brother, Gustave, and his three 


Shuberts Win Point 


New York, July 10.—The Shuberts 
yesterday gained a point in the in- 
junction suit brought by Alexander 
Woolcott, dramatic critic of The New 
York Times, restraining them from ex- 
cluding him from their theaters. 

Justice Peter A. Hendrick, of the 
Supreme Court, had granted a tem- 
porary injunction to Woolleott, but 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court yesterday reversed the decision 
by four to one, ruling that the statu- 
tory remedies provided in the civil 
rights law were entirely adequate to 
provide relief and that there was no 
necessity to resort to injunction pro- 
ceedings. The court did not pass 
upon the merits of the case, but ruled 
only on the method by which relief 
was sought. 

The civil rights law provides that 
there shall be no _ discrimination 
against a person because of his race, 
color or creed in places of public ac- 
commodation, resort or amusement. 
The statute provides that for violation 
of this statute a person may bring an 
action in a civil court for damages 
and also institute criminal action. 

The court holds that the right to an 
injunction depends upon the necessity 
for preventing a legal injury from 
which damages may result, and if 
plaintiff can establish no case for 
claiming damages he can show no 
ground for an injunction. The opinion 
holds that the remedy is adequate and 
continues: “Our conclusion is that 
the order appealed from must be re- 
versed with $10 costs and disburse- 
ments, and the motion for an injunc- 
tion pendente lite denied with $10 
costs.”

WAS IS LOS MIT EVA 


Although,many persons supposedly in the know hold that Eva Tanguay’s 
latest withdrawal from the Palace Theater was due to temperament rather 
than illness it is hard to believe that so shrewd a woman who has held her 
place at the very top in vaudeville longer than any of her rivals can imagine 
that such procedure as has been hers for the last few months can add to her 
vogue with the public. 

In all the annats of the theater one may point to only one of the public's 
idols, who, no matter what he did or how frequently he disappointed, only 
endeared himself the more. This was true of the late J. K. Emmett, but it is 
doubtful if Emmett’s pranks would be tolerated in this generation. Certainly 
Miss Tanguay knows now that the effect of her varied disappointments at the 
Palace was reflected at the box-office throughout her last engagement. 

Of course there is no way of proving that the business would have been 
larger under circumstances, the heat being oppressive each of the days Eva 
appeared, but this was true the week before, when the Castles drew capacity 
at each performance; also it is a fact that the Palace does its greatest business 
when the other theaters are closed; therefore, it seems clear that for the 
first time in her remarkable career Eva failed to maintain her pace as the 
biggest box-office card vaudeville has ever known. 

Undoubtedly the lesser attendance would be sufficiently accounted for by 
the Tanguay’s strength as an attraction and the reluctance of her tremendous 
following to risk another disappointment, which came on schedule; moreover 
the air was full of rumors from Monday on that Eva would walk out. It is 
a pretty wise public that goes to the Palace on Monday afternoons, and if 
Eva had heard some of the talk in the foyers after she had given perhaps 
the best performance in all her career she would be convinced that it is up to 
her to conserve her position now as never before. The public is fickle enough 
at best without testing its mood. Time was when excess of temperament 
was exploited with constructive results. Now such procedure is like having a 
man outside the theater with a big club threatening those who seek to enter. 
There has been more trouble of this nature at the Palace Theater in the last 
few months than has been recorded in all the years since the advent of the 
late B. F. Keith. 

One of the astonishing developments following the withdrawal of Miss 
Tanguay was the appearance for one day only, as a courtesy to the manage- 
ment, of Fritzi Scheff, herself a past master in the ways of temperamental 
divas. That so excellent an artiste as “The Little Devil’ was available and 
also accommodating in the emergency present an object lesson which 
even the idolized Tanguay may well study. 


THE MILLENNIUM IS HERE FOR STAGE STARS 

The effort to place an embargo on well-known stage stars to prevent 
their appearance in film productions seems doomed to failure if one may 
judge from the extraordinary activities of the picture magnates who, at this 
writing, are enticing the world’s greatest players into their realm. All roads 
lead to the film studio. Never in the history of the theater has there been 
so great a demand for the celebrity. Never has the reward for fame enriched 
the actor as in these days of photoplay development. 

So changed is the amusement situation in anticipation of the new 
season that one may not name a half dozen stars of the first magnitude who 
have not signed up with one or the other of the various new combinations of 
film producers. The few who hold out, such as Maude Adams, Billie Burke, 
John Drew and Nazimova, may capitulate before these lines are printed. 
That Nazimova is offered $35,000 to appear in a single feature and has not 
yet accepted means only that her great success in vaudeville makes her screen 
debut a violation of existing contracts, hence a final decision will depend 
on what arrangements can be made with the U. B. O. to conserve Nazimova’s 
vaudeville bookings. 

And now comes private information from Paris to the writer that Sarah 
Bernhardt has once more listened to the siren call of the camera man; in fact, 
it is settled that the great French woman is to appear before the camera in a 
film version of Jean Dore. Sarah was captured by the London representative 
of Carl Laemmle. The production will be made in Paris, and probably will 
be released about the same time that Sarah begins her tour at the New Am- 
sterdam Theater, hence those who do not feel able to pay $3 a seat to see 
the divine one, minus her left leg, will be provided with ample opportunity 
at prices within their reach. 


“GERRY” STARTED SQMETHING 


It was indeed a hornet’'s nest that the diva, Geraldine Farrar, stirred up 
when she gave out that pro-German interview recertly. So distressed is 
Impresario Campanini over the resultant effect of Miss Farrar’s expressed 
devotion to the Kaiser's cause that he has issue. a set of rules for the guid- 
ance of opera stars enrolled under the Chicago banner. 

Things should become very lively out in Hollywood in a short time when 
the patriotic Pavlowa begins her studio work; in fact, it is already predicted 
that the famous film city will not be large enough to hold the diva and the 
dancer simultaneously. Pavlowa has before this revealed to what extremes 
she will go for her beloved Russia, and it is a safe bet that some of the 
greatest publicity stunts that were ever conceived in this great era of film 
progress will originate from the same Hollywood. 


All of which probably explains why so many men of letters are now being 
induced to desert the newspaper sanctum for the picture field. Jesse Lasky

Gervinus calls Antony “a splendid 
nothingness.” Dowden sees in him 
“a man of genius without moral fiber.” 
Stapfer recognizes in him “a noble 
nature destitute of moral sense.” “A 
great power, but all unbalanced,” ex- 
claims Hudson. But a better expres- 
sion to convey the personality of An- 
tony is perhaps to say with Alfred de 
Musset that “he was a weak giant, 
needing, like ivy, the support of 
others.” Such support he found not, 
or rather, he fancied to find it on a 
broken reed: hence his ruin. 


He was bold and brave; he was 
magnanimous to a fault; he was 
transported with ambition; he was 


reckless in the midst of danger, but 
like his supposed ancestor, Hercules, 
he met an Omphale, and her name 
was Cleopatra. She it was who, aftera 
long struggle with the heroism and 
voluptuousness of his nature, suc- 
ceeded by her unfathomable seduc- 
tions to acquire the full sway and 
mastery of him. 

Full sway and mastery? I ought 
not to use such strong words, for, as 
Ulrici tells us, “even when the spells 
of Egypt are woven thick and fast 
about him the lingerings of his bet- 
ter spirit, together with the stinging 
sense of his present state, arouse him 
from time to time to high resolutions 
and deeds of noble daring; yet these 
appear rather as the spasms of a dy- 
ing manhood than the natural and 
healthy beatings of his heart; the poi- 
son of a fevered ambition overmaster- 
ing for a while the subtiler poison of 
a gorged and pampered sensuality.” 

He is always a lover of truth: 


“Who tells me true, though in his tale 
lie death, 

I hear him as he flattered.”

New York, July 12.—In this reviewer’s opinion the Palace Theater this 
week is presenting absolutely the best bill that has been shown at this house 
during the past four months. All-star bills are frequently such in name only. 
This one makes good from a quality standpoint. From the opening act to 
the closing one, there was not a dull moment, and at this afternoon’s show 
there was not one of the nine acts that failed to score solidly; at least seven 
of the nine would have carried off top-line honors on an average bill. The 
entire lower part of the house was filled for the opening act, but here and 
there could be seen empty geats in the balconies. 

No. 1—Current News Pictorial, running fifteen minutes. 


No. 2—Regent Four, two men and two women, disproved the theory that 
a dumb act is a necessity for opening the show by putting over a big hit with 
their singing offering. All four possess better than average voices, and their 
songs, mostly classical, were well selected. Eleven minutes, in one, three bows. 


No. 3—Bert and Betty Wheeler, a pair of youngsters possessing ap- 
pearance, plus personality, made good all through. The girl sings well, and 
the boy puts over a Chaplin impersonation that is better than a picture. 
Twelve mihutes, in one; three bows. 

No. 4—John Hyams and Leila McIntyre, in The Quakeress, a singing, 
dancing and patter skit; twenty-one minutes of entertainment by two of the 
classiest artists gracing the American stage. In two and full stage; half a 
dozen bows. 

No. 5—Lew Dockstader, in the guise of “Teddy,” outlined “My Policies” 
amid frequent outbursts of lafighter and applause. The take-off on the 
strenuous ex-President was wonderfully well done and in such a manner 
that the most enthusiastic admirer of the great progressive could not take 
offense. Mr. Dockstader talked for nineteen minutes, and could have stayed 
an hour. 


No. 6—Adelaide and Hughes presented their spectacular series of , 
dances im the manner that has won for them a place in the front rank § 
of terpsichorean demonstrators. Adelaide is one of the few dancers who 
eject personality into their work, in this respect far outranking any 
other woman dancer in vaudeville. Hughes holds up his end of the 
act nicely. Together they are a wonderful team. Twelve minutes, full 
stage; curtains galore. 


INTERMNISSION. 


No. 7—Opening after intermission Cecil Lean and Cleo Mayfield found 
the going a trifle heavy for the first few minutes, but working hard and 
effectively, they soon had the audience with them. Their songs are put over 
with a vim that is refreshing. The comedy marriage stunt, in which James 


Billing assists, proved a scream. Twenty-seven minutes, full stage; three 
bows. 


No. 8—Bankoff and Girlie took up the handicap of putting over a dan- 
cing offering on the same bill with Adelaide and Hughes, and won out 
through a remarkable solo dance by Bankoff.

Today, using practically the same material, and in im- 
measurably faster company, she duplicated the per- 
formance. Her assistants, F. B. Carman and Jimmy 
Fox, worked in their usual clever style, and, as usual, 
the comedienne insisted upon the boys sharing the 
numerous bows that were necessary to still the insist- 
ent applause. Twenty-three minutes, in one and two. 


No. 10—Closing a show in which every previous act showing had scored, 
Odiva. with her trained sea lions, held the pace nicely, giving what is easily 
the most artistic and meritorious aquatic act in present-day vaudeville. For 
twenty-one minutes maid and mammals vied with each other for supremacy 
in the water, with honors even.

Samuel Gompers, President 
American Federation of Labor, 
Washington, D. C.° 
Dear Sir and Brother—The professional public 
entertainers of the State of Illinois, confronted 
by deplorable conditions, after vainly seeking 
-ellef as individuals and unable to find any 
existing institution concerned about the theat- 
rical performers’ predicament, concluded that 
self preservation called for collective action 
with the result that an organization was born, 
its constitution in its first two articles plainly 
giving desired information as to name and ob- 
jects, which reads as follows: 
ARTICLE 1. 
Name. 


Section 1. This organization shall be known 
as the Actors’ Union of Illinois, in harmony with 
the American Federation of Labor and all city 
and State central bodies serving the interests 
f organized labor. 

ARTICLE I. 
Objects. 

Section 1. The objects of the Actors’ Union 
of Illinois shall be to unite all public enter- 
tainers into one compact organization for the 
purpose of securing greater compensation for 
actual service rendered, a betterment of the 
working conditions, the elimination of pernicious 
practices exploiting theatrical performers and 
to provide means for the intellectual devel- 
opment of its members and educate them in the 
principles of unionism. 

The purpose of this union and the express 
wish of all its members makes affiliation with 
the. American Federation of Labor the next 
logical step. We, therefore, respectfully eall 
sttention to enclosed application for a charter 
and would urge action thereon at the earliest 
possible moment.

At his request “‘she grants him grace 
to lay bis duty upon her hand,” and as. he 
is pressing it to his lips Antony enters, 

A violent storm ensues between the 


lover 
and the queen, 


“Take hence this Jack and whip him,” 


he 
exclaims, 
“Meon and stars! 
Whip him. Were’t twentr of the greatest 


tributaries 
That do acknowledge Caesar, should | find them 
So saucy with the hand of she here,—what’s 
her name 
Since she was’ Cleopatra?—Whip bim. fellows, 
Till, like a bey, you see him cringe his face.” 


A long time, superb in his rage, Antony 
thunders. But when she sees that the storm 
is dead and done, “the woman who is cunning 
past man’s thought,’ the woman who notwith- 
standing her master's words is still his Cleo- 
patra, the womanly woman just exhales to him 
these four little words: 

“Not know me yet?’’ - 

And these four little words, gs «weet as 
balm, as soft as air, are enough and more than 
enough not only to melt him. but to encourage 
and ensnare and enamor him more than ever. 

Verily Mr. Rudyard Kipling has said it 
verily: “‘A fool there was.’ And he could bave 
ealled him Antony the Roman. 

For here is the answer to the four little werds: 
“I am satiefied. 


Caesar sits down in Alexandria, where 

I will oppose his fate . .. 

Where hast thou been, my heart? 

Dost thou hear, lady? 

If from the fi¢ld 1 shalt return once more

Guilty love can not be » 
continual idyl, and sin must inevitably bear 
its bitter fruit; listen to Antony’s song of 


agony: e 


“All is lost; 

This foul Egyptian bath betrayed me. 

My fleet hath yielded to the foe; and yonder 

They cast their caps up and carouse together 

Like friends long lost. Triple-turn’d whore! 
*t is thou 

Hast sold me to this novice, and my heart 

Makes only wars on thee.—Bid them ‘all fly: 

For when I am reveng’d upon my charm, 

I have done all. 

O sun, thy uprise shall I see no more! 

Fortune and Antony part here; even here 

Do we shake hands. All come to this?—The 
hearts 

That spaniell’d me at heels. to whom I gave

Shakespeare, as Dowden has remarked, en- 
forces no moral lesséns by means of cold, dry 
precepts or trite reflections, but leaves the 
catastrophe to show us the inevitable. end: the 
splendor of the feast of life is dimmed by 
no word of warning, the dancers whirl gaily by, 
the air is filled with strains of music and the 
perfume of roses, but we see a hand writing 
on the wall mysterious words in letters of flame 

and their meaning is DEATH.

Owing to continuous rain, only equaled by 
the «spell which distressed Noah, the crap pros- 
pects are not so good in Minnesota and the 
Dakotas as they might be.

SWAIN SHOW MAKES COMPLAINT 


The W. I. Swain Show Company has resented 
the hold-up of the railroads, as practiced on 
traveling showmen. The complaint the Swain 
Show has made, and is making, is a demand 
for righteous treatment; the treatment which 
is due the traveling showman in regard to 
rates and hauling, just the same as is due any 
other traveler, shipper or user of the railroads. 
From The Louisville (Ky.) Times of July 2 
we take the following item, which plainly shows 
evidence that C. 0. M. A. was not organized 
for an idle purpose: 

“Frankfort, Ky., July 7.—The W. I. Swain 
Show Company, which states that it has twelve 
dates at Kentucky county fairs, beginning the 
middle of this month, has filed complaint with 
the State Railroad Commission against the 
Illinois Central for refusing, it is alleged, to 
haul theatrical private cars in regular passenger 
trains, for requiring it to pay local freight 
charges on the paraphernalia hauled in private 
ears and for charging $2 the day demurrage on 
the cars while standing on the siding after 
twenty-four hours. The company (Swain) de- 
sires the right to be hauled in regular passenger 
trains, to carry its paraphernalia upon payment 
of the regular rate for the transportation of 
its private cars and for a reduction of the 
demurrage rate from $2 to $1, with forty-eight 
hours’ free time, and asks for a determination 
so that the fair dates can be made." 

It is to be hoped that this case is decided in 
favor of the Swain Show Company. 


WIRE FROM SWAIN

concerning the above case:

WIRE IN NEAR ACCIDENT 


Rock Island, Il., July 10.—Sydney Wire, gen- 
eral agent for The American Amusement Com- 
pany, had a very narrow escape from injury here 
on July 5, when the jofty tower at Exposition 
Park toppled over, falling only a few feet from 
where Wire was etanding. Only by stepping 
lively did Sydney avoid the path of the toppling 
masse of steel. The event was a July 4 celebra- 
tion. at which C. H. Niles, the aviator, was 
secured to give exhibitions of skill and daring 
with his war monoplane At the time of the 
accident Niles was preparing bis machine for 
flight just a foot or two fram where the tower 
fell. The throngs of spectators, eager to get 
a closer glimpse of the fearless aviator, had 
crowded to the front and several people had 
climbed upon the tower, althourh Sydney Wire 
had made an announcement a few moments prior 
to the accident in an effort to keep all people 
back a safe distance. However, the speech by 
Wire or the efforts of the police took no effect. 
and when the 125-foot light tower crumpled 
into a heap it exacted a toll of fifteen injured 
persons, eight of whom were seriously affected.

An increase of that magnitude is a 
heinous enormity. 

When it is considered that just at 
this time the show business never was 
at a lower ebb, and showmen never so 


hard put to make both ends meet, it 
proves that the railroad men, who 
have been putting up a poor mouth 
and pleading for sympathy, are them- 
selves the most hard-hearted, coldly 
indifferent and callously inconsiderate 
bunch of high-binders extant. 

They do not care a damn about any 
interesis save their own. 

No wonder they got the public down 
on them. 

Their grasping greed and hoggish- 
ness as exemplified in this iniquitous 
parking charge should stamp them ex- 
tortioners for all time.

Riverview Park Notes 


It is said that there are a dozen or two con- 
cessionaires who do not know on which side 
their bread is buttered, and, in their frenzy to 
beat the other fellow to it, it is evident that 
some of them may find that they have beaten 
themselves. The situation recalls the fable of 
old Kouryam, the street merchant of Cairo, 
Egypt. 

In the days of Kouryam the city ordinance in 
Cairo prohibited the sale of merchandise, such 
as rugs, pillows, novelties, etc., by means of 
games of skill or chance. But Kouryam was a 
high and mighty man, and his clean record of 
fair dealing did have much weight with the 
men who ruled the city and with whom he was 
on very friendly terms, and it came to pass 
that he did get permission to sell novelties in 
the big market place, which was situated on 
the bank of the river. Kouryam did have four 
or five stands in the market place and did have 
high-class men operating them. Kouryam was 
a very generous man, and, as he did not want 
to pour into his coffers al] the coin of the realm, 
he did permit many other merchants to operate 
games in the market place, even though these 
other merchants were not friendly with the city 
fathers. Furthermore, Kouryam did believe that 
competition was thé life of trade. He did like 


fair competition did encourage it. His 
method of disposi of novelties was unique. 
He did have a Bio's: board on which was 
painted the twelve signs of the zodiac, and on 
twelve small, square pieces of wood was 
painted one of the twelve signs. Patrons would 
sive a small piece of money for one of the 
pieces of wood bearing a sign, after which 
one of Kouryam's men would spin the large 
clreular board. The board would stop on a 
certain sign, and the person holding the si, 
which corresponded would receive 3 Ee ny 
This was a very fair game, and one of the 
twelve was bound to get merchandise. His 
games were very popular, and many of the in- 
fluential city fathers did spend money at his 
stands and did like the fairness of Kouryam, and 
even though they did have the power to stop 
all games of this sort, they did not, as they 
knew that Kouryam was working on a fair per- 
centage of profit and did not try to put any- 
thing over on the public. 

But Kouryam’s competitors grew greely. 
They thought it would be well to take in the 
money and not give any goods, whereupon many 
of them did put in games of questionable char- 
acter. One man did have many little blocks of 
wood, and wonki give a patron a prize if 
he threw a hoop over one of the blocks. The 
blocks were larger than the hoops, and, though 
the man did take in much coin, he did not give 
out any goods. Another man did have circles 
painted on a board, and, if the patron covered 
the cirenlar spot entirely with five plates, he 
would get a prize, But the man did have two 
sets of plates, one set of which could pot be 
made to cover the spot. This latter set he 
would give to the customers, and, while he 
could cover the spot with the plates he had, the 
patrons could not, so he took in money but 
gave nothing in return. Another man had 
several bottles, which, if a hoop was dropped 
over them from a certain distance without knock- 
ing the bottle over woukd win a prize. But 
the bottle would always be knocked over unless 
the man fastened it from the bottom with a 
secret catch. And there were many other 
games invented which could be controlled at will 
by the man who operated them. In this way 
all the customers were at the mercy of Kour- 
yam's competitors. 

After a while customers in the market place 
noticed that only at Kouryam's stands was goods 
being given out, and the competitors did little 
business. Then did his competitors employ some 
men from a tribe known as the Shilabers, and 
these Shilabers would appear to win prizes at 
the stands, but they were allowed to win. Then 
when the patron came up the gimmick was put 
on and the person relieved of his money, not 
knowing that he did not stand a chance to win. 

It came to pass, however, that the patrons of 
the market place soon learned to recognize the 
men from the Shilaber tribe. They could tel! 


them by thelr soiled linen, unpressed robes, 
shabby turbans and worn-out sandals. As a 
result Kouryram’s competitors again ceased to 


do business. 
Finally, one day these merchants who were 
permitted to work by the grace of the kind 
Kouryam did whisper in one another's ears 
and agreed that they would operate their games 
for one-half the price that Kouryam was asking 
Unwise were these men, and even though «# 
reputable merchant, Harrano by name, did ad 
vise against it, they did ent their price 
Kouryam was angered. He was possessed of 
much worldly goods; his interests were many 
and varied, and he could live very well, indeed 
without his games in the market place Had 


he wanted to he conld have discontinued them 
and at the same time canse al! of the com 
petitors to go out of business by merely ex 


posing the cimmicks, gaff* and other illegitimate 
devices used by them. But Kourvam was not 
a man to fly off the handle and, instead of 
putting the queer on the unfair workers, he did 
eut the price of his game In half, and his VWetle 
competitors did starve to death. Moral: Think 
a long, long time before you ent to a nickel.

As,Viewed By J. R. Freuler of the Mutual Cor- 
poration, and Adolph Zukor of the 
Famous Players 


Ao opinion almost universal amongst the best 
informed in the industry—ang a thought, as 
yet unexpressed, amongst exhibitors—is that 
we are at a crucial stage in the history of mo 
tion pictures, ‘ 

New—and large—corporations, with big finan- 
ia! interests, are entering the game almost 
daily. Immense retainers are being offered to 
stars of the legitimate and vaudeville stage, and 


the immediate prospects are that not the en- 
tire world—if at peace—and open as a market 
t» American film manufacturers-—coulhi afferg 4 


profitable market for the mammth film fre- 
ductions already projected at the pices that 
will be necessary according to the presumptive 
costs of these films, F 

In these circumstances The [Biliboard has 
thought well to get a symposium of opinion with 
mgard to the outcome of the present situation, 
reserving its editorial opinion until the heads 
of the business bave been heard from, 

Herewith are the reflections of the heads of 
the Mutual Corporation, J. R. Freuler, and 
Adolph Zukor, of the Famous Players: 

ADOLPH ZUKOR 

Says Mr. Zuker, tersely, concise and epi- 
crammatic: 

“The coming of the phase of artificial infla- 
tion ang expansion in the motion picture in- 
dustry was as inevitable as the land boom in 
& new Western town or the measles in children. 

“Its coming was foreseen, but no possible pre- 
science could have bastened or hindered it. It 
‘s merely a passing phase in the phenomena of 
‘he growth and progress of an industrial giant, 
Which, despite its size, is as yet an infant. 

“The prudent and conversative amongst the 
captains of the industry have already trimmed 
their sails for the storm. 

“The producers that emerge successfully will 
be the fittest because they have survived. They 
‘Vill be the permanent fixtures in the business, 
“nq ‘wild-catting’ will be a matter of the past. 

‘The relative positions of the screen and the 
‘tage will have become more clearly defined. 

“The popular-priced picture houses will always 
be with us. So also will be the best of the 
features at a fair market value. 

“If you will tell me when the European war 
will be ended I shall answer your question as 
to the possible duration of this passing phase 
‘n the pictures, 

“Tam certain that it is a passing phase, and 
‘iso that eventual crystallization will be com- 
Plete ang lasting.’* 


JOHN R. FREULER 

: J bo R. Frenler, whos» achievements as a 
‘wilder of motion picture programs is a record 
of unbroken successes, and who, therefore, 
‘peaks as a practical authority, hails the reg- 
lar program as the absolute salvation of the 
film business. 

At the offices of the Mutual Film Corporation, 
of which be ia now the president and general 


mancger, Mr. Freuler discussed the present 
film situation as follows: 

“Speaking both as an exhibitor and as presi- 
dent of the Mutual I see no cause for unrest in 
the minds of the motion picture exhibitors. As 
a matter of fact, the great, big, firm rock of 
the motion picture business is the regular pro- 
gram. It was on the regular program that the 
great business was built, and it is on this foun- 
dation that it will continue to be profitable.

‘In sticking close to the regular program the 
exhibitor has both feet firmly on the foundation 
of the motion picture business. Do not misun- 
derstand me. 1 am not belittling feature pic- 
tures. They are admirable additions to the 
regular program, and they are business bring- 
ers when they are good and when they are prop- 
erly used. But the line of assured development 
and positive profit lies with the betterment of 
the regular program of one and two-ree] sub- 


“As far as the Mutual Film Corporation is 
ecncerned no secret need be made about what 


it proposes to do. It will continue to supply its 
exhibitors with pictures of a quality equal to 
the best feature pictures, and in addition to 
the brands now being shown it will add, and 
make a part of its regular program, pictures 
distinctly novel and entertaining. One 
specific instamce is a series of comedies 
with a comedian that will be the sen- 
sation of the year. Special attention ia being 
given to the comedy element of the program, 
and arrangements have been completed so that 
we can definitely promise an even better program 
than ever before. 

“The shorter pictures of quality are what the 
masses have demonstrated by continued patron- 
age that they want. A ready example may be 
found in the brilliant short story as against the 
long novel. The pictures we have arranged for, 
and which I have personally seen, are supreme 
in plot, action, photography and interest, and 
are fully up to the best of the longer subjects 
on the market. 

“The exhibitor, who is deceived by those who 
would lure him away from his affiliation with a 
profitable program, should think twice before he 
decides to forsake a profitable certainty for a 
‘pot of cold at the end of a rainbow.’ 

“I do not think that it is too much to say 
that the Mutual program right now is the 
Gibraltar of the motion picture situation."’

Signed for use in small or large picture houses, 
and for carnival and traveling shows, to project 
reproductions of vaudeville or other acts with- 
out the use of a screen, and in such a manner 
that the performers are shown as in real life. 


That is, they show the third dimension of 
depth. The apparatus is in the nature of an 
illusion, but the performers come out from the 
wings and act just as though they were in 
the flesh. 

The films used are of standard size, and the 
acts are variable in time length, running from 
ten to thirty minutes. 


The company is prepared to furnish miniature 
models—from which the apparatus may be built 
by the showman himself—or the completed 
products, according to the specifications sent in.

rois has been my profession since boyhood. 1 
ove it, I jove its people, and nothing wovld 
make ihe happier than to be helpful in restoring 
orfer to the chaotic conditions that now exist. 
Without golng into detail—as the most harmful 
phase is readify apparent to all who lay claim 
to experience—I wish to submit a few ideas 
subject to the discussion of the capable, well- 


meaning element who depend upon vaudeville 


for thelr bread and butter. 
Ours Is the only profession in the world that 
requires po preparedness before entering the 


field of labors to compete with those 
bard work have won their spurs. 

Law, medicine—all other professions—compe] 
a preparatory course before a license is issued. 
In the trades one must serve an apprenticesbip. 
Yet, in our business, one of the largest and most 
important tmasmuch as it devolves upon us to 
furnish the bulk of amusement and entertain- 
ment to the masses, inexperienced persons have 
been stepping forth in competition with those 
who by legitimate toil have earned the protec- 
tien of their profession and the remuneration 
of thelr efforts. I can think of nothing more 
unjust. At this very moment capable men and 
women, with possibly their all invested in their 
act. are idle, while inexperienced persons, many 
of them holding jobs in other pursuits of life, 
are working the jobs at cut-throat prices. 

\< a poecleus of ideas I trust you will print 
this that they may be improved upon by general 
disevasion, or, if not compatible, discarded for 
those that will make for the betterment of our 
beloved profession. 

1 believe we should bave a board of appraisers 
or commissioners In every city to pass upon the 
merits of acts and classify them accordingly. 
There are hundreds of honorable, capable men 
available. Appraisers to issue certificates of 
class to these acts: A, B, C, D. 

New Acts (produced by recognized actors) to 
make application to board of appraisers, the 
appraisers to place these acts on a regular bill 
at a regular salary in a house of the class they 
have been working. Should the new act show 
even slight improvement over thelr past e‘forts 
said act sheuld be advanced accordingly. In 
the case of performers who are alrealy Class-A 
and show an improved act their energy and 
talent shenld be rewarded by an increase of 
salary. 

Amateurs or beginners may be granted a 
showing at a Claas-B house designated by ap- 
praisers, and if deemed worthy a certificate Is.

THE CONVICT SHIP “SUCCESS” 


San Francisco, July 9.—Capt. D. H. Smith, 
after a week's absence in the North, has re- 
turned and again taken active command of the 
old yessel. During the Captain’s absence he 
visited Portland and Seattle for the purpose of 
finding out the condifions in those two cities, 
and returns with a very unfavorable impression 
gained through interviews with the larger 
bankers and merehants, all of whom are unani- 
mous in reporting the poorest business since 
the panic of 1907. The Captain had a conversa- 
tion with two of the largest mill owners in 
the North, they controlling between them forty 
mills, and of the forty only three are operating 
and these three only four days a week, merely 
as a means of keeping the older employees in 
the organization from starvation. 


The Captain advises that conditions in the 
North oan not caused him to give up the idea 
of showing these two cities. He will depend 
on the uniqueness of the old ship's exhibit 
and a whirlwind advertising to draw 
the people, but, he advises all those contem- 
plating showing there to go very carefully and 
economically on the expense aecount.

“YE OLDTIME CIRCUS MANAGER” 
By FRANK A. ROBBINS 


My attention has been called to several 
articles reflecting om the character of the old- 
time circus manager. I do not go back very 
far myself, but on June 23, 1870, I joined the 
Hemming, Cooper & Whitby Show. James A. 
Bailey was the agent. Next I wes with the 
George F. Bailey Show, then the Warner, Hen- 
derson & Springer Show, then Melville, Magin- 
ley & Cooke, and the next season with the P, T. 
Barnum Show, under the managemest of whet 
Was known as the ‘‘Elat-Foot Party,”’ George 
F. Bailey, John J. Nathans, Lewis June and 
Avery Smith. In 1877 | was with the old Van 
Amburg Show, then jin 1878 back with the 
Barnum Show, the season following with the 
Van Amburg Show again, and in 1880 went 
into business for myself. 


Mr. Whitby was killed with the show. Mr. 
Cooper was a successful and honored business 
man in Philadelphia for many years. Mr. Hem- 
ming is still a respected and citizen of 
Pidladelphia. Mr. Henderson died a short time 
after the close of the season of 1874. Mr. 
Springer lived to a good old age and was ane 
of the most nseful men in show business. Geo. 
F. Bailey was a ufin above reproach, bis de- 
scendents today being among the most prominent 
of Connecticut's best families. Mr. Smith died 
in 1876; Mr. June and Mr. Nathans a little 
later. All were men of integrity and ability. 
Mr. Hyatt Frost was one of the dearest, kind- 
liest, most lovable men that ever lived, a man 
revered by his fellow showmen and business 
associates. ©. J. Fergupson lved a long, ab- 
stemious, upright life, and at the age of 90 wae 
still morally and mentally and physically « 
giant. J. FB. Warner was chosen as Mayor 
his home town, Lansing, Mich., also elected to 
the office of County Clerk and successfully 
filled the offices of Pollce Commissioner, Fire 
Commissioner, etc. Te spent a day with us on 
our last trip through Michigan, nearly forty 
years after I traveled with his show, and one 
could notice very little change in him, Dr. 
Ogden was with us at the time and after mak- 
ing his concert announcement Mr. Warner ex- 
pressed a desire to meet him. As the doctor 
went away Mr. Warner said: “A young man of 
unusual ability and «splendid address.’ They 
were as like as two peas and I could not help 
recalling when I was a tow-headed kid selling 
concert tickets, after Mr. Warner's annonunce- 
ment of the walking and dancing on the oelling 
by Mile. Emma Jutau. 


The above named managers were the ones I 
traveled with ten years prior to going into bust- 
ness for myself, and they were men along to 
years at that time, consequently must have 
heen some of the ‘‘oldtime circus managers."’ 
Anyone having knowledge of the aubject knows 
that they were all men of Integrity and ability. 
There were, of course, others, but I have not 
the slightest doubt but that they were men of 
the same type Hine not the oldtime circus 
manager been pounded long enough? I« not this 
s-called relationship with questionable people 
proven to be a myth the same as the story of 
the fellow who gave the elephant ‘“‘a chaw of 
terbacker?"’
